ly yesterday afternoon In the Wash- 
ington Opera Ilonse, when the big pa- 
triotic meeting, wliich had been her- 
alded through the newspapers and 
other means was held. The crowd 
present was estimated to bo uimosl 
2,0011 persons. Ail of the seats were 
taken besidea a larHe number of pcr- 
Bons on tlie stage. 

The pruKram us arranged fur the 
afternoon's exercises passed off with- 
out a flaw. Every speaker was in 
tune with the occasiqn and thoir ut- 
terances brought a grea deal of ap- 
plauso from the audience. It was a 
great surprise to a great number of 
people, the patriotism shown by those 
present, who were representatives of 
almost every class and creed but ev- 
ery one of whom was an American 
citizen, proud of his or her country 
and ready to do ail possible for It. 

The stage and auditorium of the 
Opera House had been decorated with 
American flags and other designs ap- 
propriate to the occasion by the mem- 
bers of the Mason County Woman's 
Club. The decorations were arranged 
to the best possible advantage and the 
ladles who did the work deserve 
vote of thanks for the time and efforts 
exepnded by them in preparing for 
the meeting. 

The citizens themselves showed that 
they were patriotic and we believe 
that we would be safe in sayint; that 
ut least 75 per cent, of those present 
wore a decoration of some kind of the 
national tri-color, red. white and blue, 
.Many carried flags. 

Several of the local lodges attend- 
ed in a body, being seated In the cen- 
tral part of the audltoriam, this space 
being reserved for them. All of the 
lodges represented carried flags, some 
of them being very beautiful. 

.Myor J. Wesley Lee presided over 
the meetinK. 

The iirogram opened witli a song 
from tlie High School sliidents, 
"America" many of the audience Join- 
ing in. Divine blessing for the meet- 
ing was asked by the Rev. John Har- 
bour. 

Hon. C. D. Newell, Judge of the Cir- 
cuit Conrtp of Mason, Fleming and 
Braeken counties, gave the opening 
address of the evening. He said that 
the Qoftnan people as a people were 
some of the best on the globe but 
they had the misfortune to be ruled by 
a King. He paid a glowing tribute to 
their patience aiiii their advanced 
stage of civilization. He said that 
with the downfall of the Kaiser the 
war would soon cease. 

The next speaker of the afternoon 
was Hon. A. D. Cole, one of the most 
prominent lawyers of Maysville. Mr. 
Cole explained how the Kaiser had 
taken possession of the idea that 
might is right until he had set out to 
conquer the entire world. He also 
spoke of the Industry of the Germans 
and expressed the hope that the peo- 
ple of that coualry would soon rise 
against their ruler as did the Russians 
and establish a republican form of 
government. Ho said that govern- 
ment of the people, by the people and 
for the people was to exist. 

Mrs. George Longnecker of the 
county, president of the Mason County 
Woman's Club, was the next speaker 
of the occasion, Her speech was short 
but she said that the women of Ma- 
son county yere entirely willing to do 
their uart to aid their country in ev- 
ery way possible and should it be de- 
manded of them that they were ready. 

The High School then sang the 
Russian National Hymn, in honor of 
the infant republic of the world. 

The Rev. N. P. Jones, pastor of the 
First Baptist Church, chairman of the 
committee on resolutions of the meet- 
ing, tpm offered the following resolu- 
tions, which he prefaced by a few re- 
marks concerning the meeting and tho 
words of the previous speakers: 
Resolnetlons 
WHEREAS the Senate and Congress 
of the United States of America have 
declared that a state of war exists be- 
tween this country and Germany, and 
WHEREAS we believe war is to be 
prosecuted by tho government In the 
defense of our national rights, the

great President, Woodrow Wilson, as 
delivered by him on the 2nd day of 
Aiirll, 1917, before the Senate and Con- 
gress of the United States of America,

Tliat plan 
has workcid well in the infrequent occasions wiien the achninistrnfioii 
has chosen to employ it. Better try it a while longer— and more often.

the nest. If the eggs hatch unevenly, 
those which are slow In hatching may 
1)0 placed under other hens, as hens 
often restless after a part of the chick- 
ens are out, allowing the remaining 
eggs to become cooled at the very time 
when steady heat is necessary. Re- 
move the egg shells and any eggs 
wbicb'have not hatched as soon as the 
hatching is over. Hens should be fed 
as soon as possible after the eggs are 
hatched, as feeding tends to keep them 
quiet; otherwise many hens will leave 
the nest. In most cases it is best that 
the hen remain on the nest and brood 
the chickens for at least "4 hours af- 
ter the hatching is over. 

I'owder the hen with a good insect 
l)o\vder before moving her and the 
chic)cens to the brood coop. The hen 
should be dusted every two weeks or 
AS often as necessary until the chick- 
ens are weaned. If lice become thick 
on the chickens, or if they are trou- 
bled with "head lice," a very little 
.grease, such as lard or vaseline, may 
be applied with the Angers on the 
head, neck, under the wings, and 
around the vent. (Jreat care should 
be taken, however, not to get too much 
'ucase on the clilekens. us it will stop 
their growth and in some cases may 
prove fatal. 

The brood coop should be cleaned at 
least once a week and kept free from 
mites. If mites are found in the coop, 
It should he thoroughly cleaned and 
sprayed with kerosene oil or crude pe- 
troleum. From 1 to 2 inches of sand 
or dry dirt or a thin layer of straw or 
fine taayi^ahouM be aiiread on the floor 
of the ooop. Brood coops should be 
moved weekly to. fresh ground, pre- 
ferably where there Is new grass 
Shade Is very essential In rearing 
chickens, especially during warm 
weather; tberefbre, the eoope should 
be plaoed In tbe ahade wlMiMTer pot- 
■tbie. A eomfleld makes flne range 
tor young chickens, us owing to eultl- 
fatlon of the ground, they get many 
bn|B and Worms and have fresh soil 
to run on most of the time and enjoy 
abundant shads.

"Whereas, Congreu of tbe United 
Statei, in the eaerclie of the conitltn- 
tional authority vested In them, have 
resolved by jolul resolution of the 
Senate and House of Representatives 
bearing date this day 'that a state ol 
war between the United SUtea and 
the Imperial Oerman QoTenunent, 
which has been thrust upon the Unit- 
ed States, la hereby formally declared. 

"Whereas, It is provided by Section 
«067 of the Revised SUtntea-M fol- 
lows; 

" 'Whenever there Is declared a war 
between the Unted States and any 

foreign nation or Oovemment, or any 
invasion or predatory incursion Is 
perpetrated, attempted or threatened 
against the. territory of the United 
SUtes by any foreign nation or Gov- 
ernment, and the President makes 
public proclamation of the event, all 
nativee, citizens, deniseni or subjects 
of a hostile nation or Government be- 
ing male of the age of 14 years and 
upward who shall be within the Unit- 
ed States and not actually naturalized, 
shall be liable to be apprehended, re- 
strained, secured and removed as 
alien enemies. 

"The President is authorized In 
any such event, by his proclamation 
thereof or other public acts, to direct 
tbe conduct to be observed on the 
part of the United States toward the 
aliens who become so liable; the man 
ner and degree of the restraint to 
. which they may be subject and in 
what cases and upon what security 
their residence shall be permitted and 
to provide for the removal of those 
who, not being permitted to reside in

to depart therefrom; and to establish 
any such regulations whloh are found 
necessary in the prrmlses and for the 
Pffhllc safety.'

Washington, April 8— Early en- 
trance of several of tho South and 
Central American nations into the 
war against Uormany is regarded 
here as practically certain. 

Braiil, aroused by the sinking of 
her Bteamshlp Parana, is expected to 
beooma a helUierent thia watdi, and 
it is aaanmed that haf lead will be 
followed promptly by other countries, 

Ueports of divided opinion in Ar' 
gentlna have given offlclals here lit- 
tle encouragement to look for aggres- 
sive action by that country. 

Active support of the United States 
by at least two of the Ave Central 
American republics, and possibly by 
four, would not be surprising. Offic- 
ial and unoflicial reports that Estrada 
Cabrera, presldeift of Guatemala, is 
contemplatias •erionsly a break with 
Germany have been reoeived. 

So long as Mexico's course is' un- 
deflned unusual Interest is attached 
to the position the Central American 
governments, especially that of 
Guatemala, controlling the southern 
frontier of Mexico. In the event of 
tile dovi'lopmenl of an unfriendly sit- 
uation in Mexico, it is realized that 
Guatemala's role would be far from 
unimportant. In Unateniaia Kastrada 
Cabreara has built up what is regard- 
ed generally as the most efflcient 
army in Central America, and with it 
he would be in a poiition to lend val- 
uable assiatanee to the UnitM States. 
Antipathy between the Ouatamalans 
and the Mexicans there has exlated 
foi' years. 

it is known that earnest efforts 
have been made by coi)nseiior8 of 
Cabrera to induce him to enter 
promptly Into the war. if he does 
place his country In tho list it Is ex- 
pected that .Nicaragua will follow 
quickly and that the long-standing 
difficulty between those two countries 
and Salvador and Honduras may be 
swept away in a desire to present a 
united Central America.
